Dodge City Community College Music Department Faculty 


Jodi Frisbie Reese is an Associate Professor of Vocal Music and Director of 
Choirs at Dodge City Community College, where she teaches Voice Lessons, 
Aural Skills, and Understanding Music, conducts the Concert Choir, Choral 
Union, and College Singers and directs the Music Theatre Workshop. Prior 
to her appointment at DCCC, she served as an Assistant Professor of Music 
at Bethany College in Lindsborg, KS. She received her Master’s Degree in 
Vocal Performance from Boston University and her Bachelor’s Degree in 
Music Education from Iowa State University. 

A frequent adjudicator and clinician throughout the Midwest, Ms. Frisbie 
Reese has been invited as the guest conductor for the SWKMEA concert 

in December. She is a member of the National Association of Teachers of 
Singing, the National Association for Music Education and the American 
Choral Directors Association and is the 2 year college representative on the 
Board of Directors for the Kansas Choral Directors Association. 


Ginger Zingara is Professor of Instrumental Music and Director of Bands 
at Dodge City Community College, where she teaches Music Theory and 
Applied Woodwinds, as well as conducting the DCCC Wind Ensemble, Jazz 
Band, Pep Band and Dodge City Symphony. Previously, she taught at Troy 
University in Troy, Alabama and at the middle and high school levels in 
Georgia. 

Mrs. Zingara received her bachelor’s and master’s degrees with honors from 
Troy State University and was selected as their “The Most Outstanding 
Music Graduate” in 1985. She began her career in north Georgia and metro 
Atlanta teaching middle and high school bands. Her students performed at 
the Southeastern United States Band Clinic, and received the Sudler Flag of 
Honor from the John Philip Sousa Foundation for outstanding achievement 
in music education. Her band at Oconee County High School was one 

of only 16 bands from the United States selected to perform at the Lord 
Mayor’s Millennium Parade in London, England in front of 2 million + 
viewers and the Queen of England. 

She is often requested as a clinician, conductor and adjudicator throughout 
the United States, as well as in China, France and England. Her professional 
affiliations include: Music Educators National Conference, National Band 
Association, American String Teacher Association, Kansas Music Educators 
Association, Kansas Bandmasters Association, and she is treasurer for 
Women Band Directors International. She is also a certified grant writer and 
has written on behalf of university and community music groups.
